COSMIC RAY DATA TUDIED 
BY PASADENA SCIENTISTS 
Pasadena (WNU) Dr. 
Millikan at the California Institute 
of Technology is studying the reams 
of data gained from the recent 
stratosphere flight of Professor Au- 
gust Piccard, Belgian scientist, on 
the cosmic ray.

In 
short, Santa Clara valley, though 
several millions of years old, is 
comparatively recent. 

| In transforming hills to valley, 
Nature chose a most spectacular 
method. She dropped this 1305- 
mile chunk of land in one great 
| piece for a distance of at least 
| 1500 feet, all the while pushing 
up the hills adjoining. 

| No sudden movement wast this. 
| Nature acts slowly in such things 
is infinitely patient. The rising of 
the hills was a movement so grad- 
| ual as to exist only in terms of 
ages of time. The falling of the 
| valley floor probably occurred in

Here’s the answer. The original 
Surface of this region is now in 


places more than 1500 feet be- 
neath what we know as the val- 
ley floor! The ridges and vales 
still exist, but they have been 
covered over. With the rising of 
the mountains on either side of 
this region, which perhaps had 
been semi-arid, became one of 
plentiful rain. Streams sprang up, 
cutting their canyons through the 
naked earth and dumping their 
burden of mud and silt ana gravel 
onto the valley floor as a great 
coating of sediment. 

That is why our deepest wells 
do not hit bed rock. They merely 
penetrate this thick deposit that 
was carried to the valley from the 
sides of the mountains. 

And thus the third question has 
answered itself.- The floor of the 
valley has dropped 1000 to 1500 
feet— yet remains at sea levei 
because it fell at almost exactly 
the same rate as this stream de- 
posit accumulated. Thus while the 
valley floor receded, the sedimen- 
tary surface has maintained the 
same level. 

If you would care to see Santa 
Clara valley as it looked a mil- 
lion years ago before it started 
sinking, before the mountains star- 
ted rising, take an afternoon’s 
drive along the Skyline boulevard 
that follows the ridges of the 
Santa Cruz range. Note the gentle 
hills, the sweeps of flat, open 
ground along its top. 

This mountain top is today only 
a part of that wide rolling land- 
Scape, a portion of which now 
forms a long-lost land buried deep 
in the alluvial deposit beneath 
our feet.
